sume responsibility for it. The mod- 
erate revisionists declared that the 
president would either have to forego 
some of the reductions which he is 
demanding or else the rate incomes 
•would ra\e to be raised. 


In the bill submitted to the presi- 


dent several days ago rates were low- 
ered 5n such a manner as to efiect i 
reduction of something over SI«M».CW- 
000 in the go\eniHient receipts. More 
than S50.Ono.-ijO was knocked off by 
ptitting sncar on the free list and an- 
other S30.uOO.OoO by giving up the cor- 
poration tax. 


In regard to foodstuffs. President 


Wilson, however, is not asking as 
much of the committee as he did a 
xs-eek or so ago. At that time the 
president appeared to favor putting 
all fcou and farm products on the 
free list.

I will 
come out of prison dead or alive at 
the earliest possible moment."

Pankhurst fiercely criticised man- 
made laws and said that the divorce 
law aione was sufiicient to justify a 
revolution by the women. 


EXPRESS DIVERSE VIEWS 


Equal Suffrage Advocates and Antis 


On Pankhurst Sentence. 


Philadelphia, April 4.—Condemna- 


tion by leaders of the local suffragists 
and approval by the women who are 
opposing; equal suffrage, were wt 
pressed here on the sentence of Mrs. 
Enuneline Pankhurst. 


Mrs. 
Lawrence Lewis, one of the 


most active proponent members of 
woman suffrage, said: "Mrs. Pank- 
hurst will never live through those 
three years. The condition of her 
health and the barbarous treatment 
she received in her forcible feeding 
has undermined her health. She can. 
not possibly survive such a sentence. 
She is nothing more than a political 
prisoner and sent to prison because of 
her support of a political movement." 


Mrs. 
Horace Brock, president of the 


Pennsylvania association opposed to 
•woman's suffrage, said: "it is a very 
mild sentence, considering all the 
crimes that have been committed un- 
der the influence of Mrs. Paakhurst 
and her followers. I would not have 
been surprised if the sentence bad 
been more severe."
